Salisbury Add to Fears 
| for City Cut Off From 
- Neighbors by Storm. 


By the Associated Press. 

A spinning northeast storm accom- 
| panied by the tail-end of a tropical 
| hurricane, beat against the Atlantic 
|seaboard last night, churning up 
| waves that endangered shipping, caus- 
ing huge property damage, and bring- 
ing death to coastal dwellers. 

Six persons died as the storm bat- 
tered a high tide against the virginia 
shore, wrecking beach resorts and 
inundating the Norfolk waterfront. 

The steamship Madison, bound 
down. the coast, was reported limp- 
ing into Norfolk after having been 
battered all day off Chesapeake light. 
Blown far off her regular course, the 
steamer last was reported about 50 
miles up the coast from Norfolk, pro- 
ceeding slowly. 

The vessel, with 37 passengers and 
a crew of 50 or 60 aboard, had sent 
out SOS signals when: the storm 
threatened her superstructure and 
washed away all but one lifeboat.

About 40 
residents of the Albemarle sound 
mainland were removed by bus to 
Manteo to escape the threat of veer- 
ing winds.

POPLARVILLE, Miss., Aug. 23.— 
(P)\—The government’s slaughter plan 
will bring the south’s range hogs— 
razorbacks to you—out of the swamps 
and into the smoke house and convert 
a renegade into a ham. 

The program means the _ greatest 
roundup of swamp stock since the 
World War, when even razorback” 
were worth money. 

Down here where some swine run 
wild and live on the fat of the land, 
the animals are divided into two 
groups—hogs and “hawgs.” 

A hog is a porker, kept up and fed 
on corn.

Some folks call them razorbacks. 
Really, they are not. A razorback is 
a long, lanky hog that lives on the 
ridges. Some have a hump on their 
back. Most of them are gone. There 
are children in Arkansas—lots of them 
—who never saw a razorback outside 
of their geography pictures. 

But swamp “hawgs’” are almost as 
thick down here as.boll weevil and 
chiggers. A swamp hawg—a native 
talking—is so lean that if it faces the 
sun it won’t throw a shadow. 

They hunt them with dogs— 
“hawg dawegs,” and a “hawg dawg” 
is about the only thing in these parts 
as mean as a “swamp hawg.” The 
dogs trail them and “tree” them while 
the hunters follow along, armed with 
heavy rifles and axes. When the 
hogs turn, they fight. Their tusks will 
dog literally to pieces. The 
Bones—spar for an 
opening for the throat or shank. The 
hunters wait an opportunity to shoot 
without hitting a dog. If they miss 
with their rifle, they attack with an 
axe. 

“Hawe”’ meat. is unlike any pork 
in the world. The beasts live on 
acorns and are very active. For that 
reason, there is little fat on their 
bodies. The hams are lean and should 
be a over a smudg@ of hickory 
chips. Baked with yams and served 
with hot biscuits and dried whippoor- 
will peas, the hams make a meal that 
most Mississippians will fight over 
and any will argue over. 

There are marksmen: down here who 
can knock out a hog’s eye across a 
bayou with a 30-30 rifle. Uncle Newt 
Knight, of Jones county, could do it. 
He’s the man who led the rebellion 
against Mississippi during the War 
of Secession. The “free state of Jones” 
—an independent domain during the 
war—followed his leadership until 
the Confederates stamped out the up- 
rising. 

Some of the hogs are descendants 
of stock freed during that war. The 
hogs were respectable creatures then,

Roosevelt Says NRA Success, 
Sees 130,000,000 Members 


P 
TEN MILE RIVER CAMP, N. Y.,, 
Aug. 23.—(#)—In his first expression 
since the start of the national recov- 
ery administration, President Roose- 
velt hailed it today as a success and 
asserted the 130,000,000 people of the 
United States will be behind the new 
deal for industry. , 

Mr. Roosevelt declared his firm con- 
fidence in a talk out in the woods 
before the Boy Scouts of New York 
city assembled in this camp he him- 
self helped establish. 

“T am glad to see that you have 
adopted the NRA insignia,” he said. 
“We are all going to belong before 
we pe roem. numbering about 130,- 
000; people. 

“And when you come right down 
to it, the NRA is based on the same 
fundamentals that Scouting is based 
on. In other words, trying to do some- 
thing for the other fellow and not 
trying to do somebody. It is based 
on co-operation—you know what that 
means. It is based on the spirit of 
service, and it is gqing to work just 
like Scouting is working. 

The boys lining the banks of this 
natural meeting place cheered the 
declaration. 

Driving over  rain-covered roads, 
Mr. Roosevelt motored into the clay 
road approach to this camp deep in 
the woods near the Pennsylvania bor- 
der just before 1 p. m. 

Oddly enough, the rain stopped 
falling as he rode into the Queens 
council camp and on to the brief 
ceremonies in the amphitheater and 
started again just as he left for the 
mess hall for lunch. 

A mounted troop of eagle Scouts 
escorted the presidential motor cara- 
van into the wooded camp. Mr. Roose- 


velt- eagerly went first to the head- 
quarters of the Sea Scouts established 
on Crystal] lake and _ then to the 


amphitheater. 

In his talk to the boys he said: “I 
see you have done many things since 
I was here two years ago. You have 
joined the cavalry and you have 
started a navy. I will not be sur- 
prised to find you becoming farmers.” 

Mr. Roosevelt himself is president 
of the Boy Scout Foundation of 
Greater New York. Barron Collier, the 
acting president, introduced him. The 
Scouts sang the favorite songs of the 
president, including “Anchors Aweigh” 
and “My Home on the Range” and 
cheered lustily as he donned the In- 
dian headdress as he was inducted 
into the National Scout Order of the 
Arrow—‘“a brotherhood of service”’— 
by Scout executive of Queens, C. M. 
Heisland.

Arrangements Made To 
Save Farmers From 
Having To Sell at Once. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—South- 


ern farmers who have borrowed money 
from the crop production loan office 
of the federal administration will not 
be compelled to sell their cotton to 
pay off the loans when they become 
due October 31, Henry Morgenthau 
Jr., governor of the farm credit ad- 
ministration, announced here today. 
Loans aggregating some $40,000,000 
were granted farmers in the cotton- 
producing states at the beginning of 
the 1933 planting season, most of it 
going. to the production of cotton. 
Growers with crops pledged as se- 
curity back of the loans will be given 
an opportunity to turn their cotton 
over to co-operate marketing associa- 
tions to be held and disposed of in an 
orderly manner, while those who are 
not members of co-operatives may 
avail themselves of similar advantages 
by placing their cotton in a federal 
bonded warehouse. 
To Market Gradually. 
The purpose of the move, it was 
explained, is to make it possible for 
farmers to market their cotton grad- 
ually over a period of several months 
instead of being forced to sell during 
a comparatively few weeks. At cur- 
rent prices it would be necessary to 
sell approximately 1,000,000 bales to 
liquidate the $40,000,000 due the gov- 
ernment on crop production loans. 
Mr. Morgenthau pointed out in his 
announcement that the farm credit ad- 
ministration will further assist cot- 
ton growers who have been granted 
crop production loans by making no 
claim to the seed that will come from 
the cotton at the time it is ginned. 
Instead, farmers will be allowed to 
use the proceeds from the sale of the 
cottonseed in paying their picking and 
ginning costs. If necessary, they may 
also receive an advance from the co- 
operative or warehouseman of one- 
half cent per pound on lint cotton, to

| Instructions have been sent by Mr. 
| Morgenthau to the regional offices at 
‘St. Louis, Mo.; Memphis, Tenn.; 
| Dallas, Texas, and Washington, D. 
C., outlining the three plans that wil 
be offered farmer borrowers for the 
handling of the cotton. The plans are: 

First, is the immediate sale to lo- 
cal buyer, in which case the buyer 
should be informed of the govern- 
ment’s lien against this cotton and 
requested to draw check for the pro- 
ceeds thereof in favor of the gover- 
nor, farm credit administration, and 
forward same direct to this office or 
hand it to our authorized field in- 
spector. It may be that the buyer 
will insist that the seller be named 
as the joint payee of this check. This 
is somewhat of a disadvantage on 
drawing the check in favor of the 
producer and the “governor, farm 
credit administration” in this event, 
it will be necessary that the check 
be indorsed by the producer and for- 
warded to Washington or handed to 
a field representative of the farm 
credit administration. 

Storage.. 

The second method of handling the 
cotton is storage in a federal bonded 
' warehouse in anticipation of a better 
price. In case this method is chosen 
the warehouse receipts’ therefore, 
showing weight, grade and staple, 
should be drawn in favor of the pro- 
ducer and by him indorsed over to 
the governor of the farm credit ad- 
ministration and the receipts for- 
warded to Washington or handed to 
an authorized field representative. In 
case this method is chosen, sufficient 
cotton must be stored at the market 
price of the cotton on the date stored 
to cover the loan and storage and in- 
surance for a six-month period. 


The third method of handling is 
through the cotton co-operative asso- 
ciation of the state. Mr. Morgenthau 
indorses the principle of co-operative 
marketing and will be glad to see all 
borrowers become members of their 
co-operative association, it was said. 
In shipping cotton to the association 
the bill of lading or the warehouse 


_receipts should bear notation to the 


effect that the cotton is under lien 
to the governor, farm credit adminis- 
tration. If the cotton is delivered to 
the several cotton co-operative asso- 
ciations, sufficient cotton must be de- 
livered to cover the loan at the mar- 
ket price of cotton on the date placed 


with the association, plus storage and 
insurance for a_ six-month period.

in the emergency hog plan order and 
are authorized to purchase pigs and 
sows from farmers, J. Phil Camp- 
bell. director of the Georgia agricul- 
tural extension service, announced 
here today after. discussing the plan 
with the various packers in the state. 

Recognizing that the farm price of 
hogs is still only about half the fair 
exchange value called for in the agri- 
cultural adjustment act, and in order 
to. bolster up the purchasing power of 
the corn belt, Secretary Henry A. 
| Wallace devised the present plan and 

announced it several days ago. 

This emergency plan probably will 
| go into effect within a few days on 
| announcement of the secretary. Begin- 
‘ning then farmers may sell at the 
| regular markets their spring pigs 

weighing under 100 pounds and their 
piggy sows due to farrow within three 
weeks and weighing over 275 pounds 
at premium prices. Farmers will re- 
ceive a bonus of $4 per head plus 
market price of packing sows on the 
day marketed, without dockage, for 
their piggy sows. For pigs it is in- 
tended .to pay $9.50 per hundred 
pounds for those weighing from 20 
to 30 pounds, the price graduating 25 
cents per hundred pounds for each 
five-pound increase in weight, to the 
minimum price of $6 per hundred for 
those weighing from 95 to 100 pounds.

AND CARVED STONES 
FOUND IN HONDURAS 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 23.—(#)— 
A 22-pound fossilized bope, thought 
to be the first portion of°a dinosaur 
ever found in Central America and 
crudely carved Aztec stones of a yet 
uncharted period, have been brought 
here by an expedition headed by 
Gregory Mason, of the University of 
Pennsylvania museum. 

The bone, thought to be that of a 
foot, one foot high and ten inches 
wide at one end and five inches at 
the other, was discovered in a sliding 
bank in the jungle near Olanchito, 
Spanish Honduras. 

The stone relics, also discovered in

The theory that ancient Phoenician 
navigators visited Brazil more than 
two thousand years ago is getting sup- 
port in some quarters as new studies 
are made of hieroglyphics on the 
Gavea mountain formation on the 
outskirts of the city. 

Professor Bernardo Silva Ramos a 
year or more ago claimed to have de- 
ciphered the hieroglyphics as Phoeni- 
cian, but encountered a large school 
of scientists who did not agree. 


Some quarters hold that the hiero- 
glyphics aren’t hieroglyphics at all, 
but the carving of wind and water. In 
the same area exists a gigantic rock 
formation shaped like a head, which 
the newspaper A Noite contends is 
further support for the Phoenician 
supporters.

INDUSTRIAL GAINS 


Board Says Production 
Maintained at High 
Level in August. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—(/)— 
The federal reserve board reported to- 
day that domestie industrial produc- 
tion increased further from June to 
July and fn the first three weeks of 
August had maintained a relatively 
high level. 


In its preliminary summary of gen- 
eral and financial conditions in the 


United States, the board said indus- 
try was holding gains made early in 
the summer contrary to the seasonal 
tendency to slump. Since the middle of 


July, it added, there had been reduc- 
tions in wholesale prices of leading 
raw materials while prices of many 
other products had advanced. 

The volume of industrial output, as 


index, advanced 7 per cent of the 
1923-1925 average to 98 per cent in 
July, the summary said. The average 
compared with 60 per cent in March. 

The principal increase was report- 
ed at steel plants, where activity ad- 


vanced from 46 per cent of capacity 
to 59. Production in lumber and coal 
also was in larger volume. The daily 
average output of automobiles display- 
ed none of the usual seasonal decline.
